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(54) LAN, MOBILE RADIO TERMINAL EQUIPMENT USED FOR IT AND CONTROLLER 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a LAN that urges participation 
automatically only to mobile radio terminal equipment of scheduled 
participant absent at a conference place at the start time of the 
conference. 

SOLUTION: A OS controller 24 stores information for specifying sets of 
mobile radio terminal equipment A-E of scheduled participants of a 
conference, conference start time relation information and information 
denoting a place where the conference is held, when the conference start 
time comes, and whether or not scheduled mobile radio terminal 
equipment for participation exists in the same registration area as the 
master exists in a scheduled conference place is discriminated by using 
the information for specifying the mobile radio terminal equipment and the 
master set makes automatic dialing to mobile radio terminal equipment of 
the scheduled participant absent in the same registration area as the 
master exists in a scheduled conference place to urge participation to the 
conference. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] In LAN which has the control means which have two or more main phones in which two or more mobile 
radio terminals and communication are [ in which position registration is possible ] possible, and control two or more 
aforementioned main phones The information which specifies the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the 
schedule person who participates in the meeting where Ihe aforementioned control means are planned, and the start- 
time related information of the aforementioned meeting, When it becomes a storage means to memorize the 
information which specifies the aforementioned main phone in the position where two or more aforementioned account 
meetings of main phone Nakamae are held as a conference hall place main phone, and the start time of the 
aforementioned meeting. The information which specifies the aforementioned conference hall place main phone, and 
the information which specifies the aforementioned mobile radio terminal, A judgment means to judge whether the 
aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who participates in the aforementioned meeting is in the 
same registration area as the aforementioned conference hall place main phone using the positional information into 
which the aforementioned mobile radio terminal was registered, LAN characterized by having a means to generate 
RBT through the aforementioned conference hall place main phone to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the 
aforementioned participating schedule person who is not in the same registration area as the aforementioned 
conference hall place main phone as a result of the aforementioned judgment, or to give a predetermined indication to a 
display means. 

[Claim 2] The mobile radio terminal characterized by to have a means transmit the information which specifies the 
aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who is the mobile radio terminal used for LAN according 
to claim 1, and participates m the aforementioned meeting by which a schedule is carried out, the start-time related 
information of the aforementioned meeting, and the information specified as the aforementioned conference hall place 
main phone to the aforementioned control means among the aforementioned main phone through the main phone 
which can be communicated. 

[Claim 3] LAN according to claim 1 which has a means to send out RBT to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal 
which exists in the aforementioned conference hall place, and the aforementioned mobile radio terminal which does 
not exist in the aforementioned conference hall place when it becomes the start time of the aforementioned meeting, 
and a means to connect a call when one of the aforementioned mobile radio terminals which received Above RBT 
carries out oflf-hook. 

[Claim 4] LAN according to claim 1 which has a means to send out RBT to the aforementioned built-in end which 
exists in the aforementioned conference hall place, and the aforementioned mobile radio terminal which does not exist 
in the aforementioned conference hall place when it becomes the start time of the aforementioned meeting, and a 
means to coimect a call when one of the aforementioned terminals which received Above RBT carries out off-hook. 
[Claim 5] It is LAN according to claim 3 characterized by having further a means to connect a call by call waiting 
when the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the aforementioned conference hall place is busy and call 
origination occurs to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the aforementioned conference hall place firom the 
aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the aforementioned participating schedule person who is not in the same 
registration area as a conference hall place main phone. 

[Claim 6] It is LAN according to claim 4 characterized by having fiirther a means to connect a call by call waiting 
when the aforementioned built-in end of the aforementioned conference hall place is busy and call origination occurs to 
the aforementioned built-in end of the aforementioned conference hall place fi-om the aforementioned mobile radio 
terminal of the aforementioned participating schedule person who is not in the same registration area as a conference 
hall place main phone. 

[Claim 7] LAN according to claim 3 or 4 characterized by having fiirther a means to leave a message by the voice mail 
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fiinction when one of the aforementioned mobile radio terminals which received Above RBT is busy, or when it is in a 
power off state. 

[Claim 8] LAN according to claim 3 or 5 characterized by having further a means to call to other aforementioned 
mobile radio terminals in the aforementioned conference hall place when the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of 
the aforementioned conference hall place which received Above RBT is busy, or when it is in a power off state. 
[Claim 9] LAN according to claim 4 or 6 characterized by having further a means to call to the aforementioned mobile 
radio temiinal in the aforementioned conference hall place when tiie aforementioned built-in end of the aforementioned 
conference hall place which received Above RBT is busy, or when it is in a power off state. 
[Claim 10] When it becomes the start time of the aforementioned meeting and neither of the aforementioned mobile 
radio terminals exists in the aforementioned conference hall place. On condition that the check of a personal 
identification nxmiber, a means to report an all the members absence, and the voice from the aforementioned mobile 
radio terminal, to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal A record means recordable one by one as voice mail, LAN 
according to claim 1 which has a means to transmit the aforementioned voice mail recorded on the aforementioned 
record means based on the demand from the aforementioned mobile radio terminal on condition that the check of a 
personal identification number. 

[Claim 1 1] In the control unit which is a control unit for intercommunication equipments which has two or more main 
phones in which two or more mobile radio terminals and communication are [ in which position registration is 
possible ] possible, and controls two or more aforementioned main phones The information which specifies the 
aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who participates in the meeting where the 
aforementioned control means are planned, and the start-time related information of the aforementioned meeting, 
When it becomes a storage means to memorize the information which specifies the aforementioned main phone in the 
position where two or more aforementioned account meetmgs of main phone Nakamae are held as a conference hall 
place main phone, and the start time of the aforementioned meeting, The information which specifies the 
aforementioned conference hall place main phone, and the information which specifies the aforementioned mobile 
radio terminal, A judgment means to judge whether the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person 
who participates m the aforementioned meeting is in the same registration area as the aforementioned conference hall 
place main phone using the positional information into which the aforementioned mobile radio terminal was registered. 
The control unit characterized by having a means to generate RBT through the aforementioned conference hall place 
main phone to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the aforementioned participating schedule person who is 
not in the same registration area as the aforementioned conference hall place main phone as a result of the 
aforementioned judgment, or to give a predetermined indication to a display means.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] Especially this invention relates to LAN which uses a cordless 
telephone for a terminal, its mobile radio terminal, and a control unit about LAN (local area network). 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In a certain place of business, there is a case where there is a meeting participating 
schedule person who does not appear in a conference room even if start schedule time comes, in case human being who 
is in a place of business gathers in a predetermined conference room and performs a meeting or an arrangement, 
plentifully. In such a case, meeting participation will be demanded by calling individually the extension number of the 
room in which the mobile radio terminal which the meeting participating schedule person who does not appear yet 
usually owns, and its meeting participating schedule person are likely to be present. 

[0003] However, neither the telephone number of the mobile radio terminal which the meeting participating schedule 
person who does not appear yet owns, nor the extension number of the room which is likely to be is known 
mmiediately, or when the meeting participating schedule person is absent at a business trip etc., check work etc. takes 
time and time and effort, and other meeting participating schedule persons who have already gathered are made to wait 
in the meantime. Furthermore, when there were many meeting participating schedule persons who do not appear yet, it 
had taken time further. 

[0004] Then, in order to prevent such a thing, by JP,6-260991,A, call origination of the cordless handset of the cordless 
telephone machine which a meeting participating schedule person owns is automatically carried out to the appointed 
time, and the radio telephone equipment programmed beforehand is indicated so that a predetermined display may be 
performed to the display of a cordless handset. Moreover, the call service equipment which performs voice guidance to 
JP,7-254930,A automatically at predetermined time is indicated. 

[0005] the PHS (Personal Handyphone System) telephone which these people connect two or more main phones to 
LAN (local area network) which formed the circuit controller which has a line control (PBX) function in Japanese 
Patent Application No. No. (March 3, Heisei 9 appUcation) 63754 [ nine to ], and is also called second generation 
cordless telephone machine - an extension ~ the LAN system used as a cordless handset (terminal) was proposed 
Since the partner who owns a mobile radio terminal can call this LAN system by the extension wherever it may be in 
[ of premises ], it is very convenient. And this LAN system is connected with the wire telephone machine (cable 
terminal) or the public Hne network if needed, and two-way conversation with the exterior by the mobile radio terminal 
is also possible. In addition, since the content of an indication of Japanese Patent AppUcation No. No. 63754 [ nine to ] 
is not exhibited, it does not constitute the conventional technology at the application time of this application. 
[0006] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, it is troublesome to contact many people individually, and the 
method of calling according to the above-mentioned individual took time, when there were many participating 
schedule persons who have not yet arrived. Moreover, when it could not be busy even if it telephones, or it was not 
able to connect immediately by the reasons nil why the power supply is not turned on etc., it was inconvenient and 
trouble and the time consuming work also notified change of a meeting schedule etc. On the other hand, by the method 
of the above-mentioned former of transmitting a signal automatically, it will not be able to transmit only to the terminal 
of those who are not present in the appointed place at the appointed time, but it will transmit to all meeting 
participating schedule persons, and a call will be set up. Therefore, the person who there is futility of applying an 
excessive load to a network, and received unnecessary transmission, i.e., those who are present in the appointed place 
at the appointed time, will receive transmission of a useless signal, and they had the problem of being troublesome. 
Therefore, this invention aims at offering possible LAN of urging participation to meeting start time automatically only 
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to the mobile radio terminal of the meeting participating schedule person who is not coming to a conference hall place. 
[0007] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, when the information which specifies 
the mobile radio terminal of tiie schedule person who participates in a meeting in this invention, the start-time related 
information of a meeting, and the information which shows the place where a meeting is held are memorized 
beforehand and it becomes the start time of a meeting, It judges whether it is in the same registration area as the main 
phone which has the mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who participates using the information which 
specifies a mobile radio terminal in a meeting schedule place. As a result of judgment, call origination is automatically 
carried out to the mobile radio terminal of the participating schedule person who is not in the same registration area as 
the main phone of a meeting schedule place, and the participation to a meeting is urged. 

[0008] Namely, according to this invention, it sets to LAN which has the control means which have two or more main 
phones in which two or more mobile radio terminals and communication are [ in which position registration is 
possible ] possible, and control two or more aforementioned main phones. The information which specifies the 
aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who participates in the meeting where the 
aforementioned control means are planned, and the start-time related information of the aforementioned meeting. 
When it becomes a storage means to memorize the information which specifies the aforementioned main phone in the 
position where two or more aforementioned account meetings of main phone Nakamae are held as a conference hall 
place main phone, and the start time of the aforementioned meeting, The information which specifies the 
aforementioned conference hall place main phone, and the information which specifies the aforementioned mobile 
radio terminal, A judgment means to judge whether the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person 
who participates in the aforementioned meeting is in the same registration area as the aforementioned conference hall 
place main phone using the positional information into which the aforementioned mobile radio terminal was registered, 
LAN characterized by having a means to generate RBT through the aforementioned conference hall place main phone 
to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the aforementioned participating schedule person who is not in the 
same registration area as the aforementioned conference hall place main phone, or to give a predetermined indication 
to a display means is offered as a result of the aforementioned judgment. 

[0009] Moreover, the mobile radio terminal carry out having a means transmit the information which specifies the 
aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who is the mobile radio terminal used for this LAN, and 
participates in the aforementioned meeting by which a schedule is carried out, the start-time related information of the 
aforementioned meeting, and the information specified as the aforementioned conference hall place main phone to the 
aforementioned control means among the aforementioned main phone through the main phone which can be 
communicated according to this invention as the feature is offered. 

[0010] Moreover, according to this invention, are the control unit for intercommunication equipments which has two or 
more main phones in which two or more mobile radio terminals and conmiunication are [ in which position registration 
is possible ] possible, and it sets to the control unit which controls two or more aforementioned main phones. The 
information which specifies tiie aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the schedule person who participates in the 
meeting where the aforementioned control means are planned, and the start-time related information of the 
aforementioned meeting. When it becomes a storage means to memorize the information which specifies the 
aforementioned main phone in the position where two or more aforementioned account meetings of main phone 
Nakamae are held as a conference hall place main phone, and the start time of the aforementioned meeting, The 
information which specifies the aforementioned conference hall place main phone, and the information which specifies 
the aforementioned mobile radio terminal, A judgment means to judge whether the aforementioned mobile radio 
terminal of the schedule person who participates in the aforementioned meeting is in the same registration area as the 
aforementioned conference hall place main phone using the positional information into which the aforementioned 
mobile radio terminal was registered, The control unit characterized by having a means to generate RBT through the 
aforementioned conference hall place main phone to the aforementioned mobile radio terminal of the aforementioned 
participating schedule person who is not in tiie same registration area as the aforementioned conference hall place main 
phone, or to give a predetermined indication to a display means is offered as a result of the aforementioned judgment. 
[0011] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of desirable operation of this invention is explained with 
reference to a drawing. Drawing 1 is the ** type view showing the gestalt of desirable operation of LAN conceming 
this invention. In drawing 1 , three rooms 12, 14, and 16 shall be located in a certain place of business 10. A-E shows 
five persons and the mobile radio terminal (PS : personal system : cordless handset) of those to possess in dozens of 
people who work in this place of business, or hundreds of people, and these extension-telephone numbers are 001-005. 
The terminal of PHS (Personal Handyphone System) which has the position add fimction called second generation 
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cordless telephone machine as this cordless handset can be used. When there is mobile radio terminal A-E in each part 
store in the room, there are main phones (CS : salesite) 18, 20, and 22 with which position registration area was set up 
so that communication might become possible. Moreover, there are telephones 32-36 as a built-in end in each part 
stores 12-16. Each main phones 18-22 are connected to the CS control unit 24, and the CS control unit 24 is connected 
to the public line network 30 through PBX (exchange)26. Moreover, built-in ends 32-36 are cormected to the public 
line network 30 through other PBX (exchange)28. LAN connects and each devices 18-38 in the place of business 10 
explained above can talk over the telephone as an extension by each [ 18 to device 38 ]. Other main phones 40 are 
main phones prepared in the outdoors containing the common PHS terminal on the outdoors of the place of business 10 
in which a mobile radio terminal and communication are possible, and talk over the telephone through the public line 
network 30 as each telephones 32-38 and the main phones 18-22, and outside line in a place of business 10 with a 
public telephone 42. 

[0012] The room 14 shall be a conference room here and five persons of A-E shall be going to hold a conference to 
PM3:00 by making this conference room 14 into a conference hall place on December 1 . In addition, although 
explained taking the case of a meeting, as for the gestalt of this operation, "a meeting" shall point out all the assemblies 
of a short-time arrangement, a report meeting, a meeting, and others other than the usual meeting held in a company 
etc. Since it is busy, although all the members should just gather with this schedule time and place, and he forgets a 
meeting schedule or it understands, those who are present in other rooms and outdoors are expected. Or it may go out 
and there may be those who cannot return in a meeting start time. Then, the extension numbers 001-005 of the cordless 
handset of A-E which is a meeting participating schedule person beforehand are registered into the memory in CS 
control unit through a nearby main phone (either 1 8-22) at young order. Furthermore, the extension number (this 
example No. 1 1 1 1) of the built-in fixed-line telephone machine 34, the scheduled day of a meeting, and the meeting 
start time (this example PM 3:00 on December 1) are similarly registered into the identification number (this example 
No. 2) of tiie main phone CS in a conference room 14, and the conference room 14. 

[0013] As shown in the meeting start time 3:00, i.e., December 1PM, at drawing 1 , only A and B shall come to the 
conference room 14 among five persons of A-E, and C, D, and E shall not come. Drawing 2 is a flow chart which 
shows processing when working [ of CPU (arithmetic and program control) contained in CS control unit ] and meeting 
schedule time come. If it becomes a start time at Step S2 when there is the above-mentioned registration at Step S 1 
first and there is a meeting schedule, it will judge whether all the members A-E was equal to the conference hall place 
14, i.e., the room, at Step S3. That is, it judges whether the subordinate of the main phone (CS) 20 of a conference hall 
place has all cordless handsets (PS) of A-E. Processing will be ended if it is together with all of all the members. If it is 
not together with all of all the members, it judges whether one or more persons are in a conference room 14 in step S4. 
[0014] the cordless handset which is the mobile radio terminal of the meeting participating schedule person (henceforth 
an absentee) who is not yet coming to a conference room 14 when there are one or more persons like the example of 
drawing 1 - RBT (ring tone) is sent out to the fixed-line telephone machine 34 of the high thing (here C) of the 
registration ranking in PS, and a conference room 14 (Step S5) It judges whether the built-in end 34 of a conference 
room 14 is out of order at Step S6. In failure, RBT is automatically sent out to the high thing (here A) of registration 
ranking among the cordless handset (PS) which is a mobile radio terminal in the participant who is present in a 
conference room 14 with an absentee at Step S15. After the end of Step S15, or at Step S6, at the time of NO, an 
absentee's terminal is out of order at Step S7, or it is outside a place of business 10, or judges whether a power supply 
is an OFF state. If it is YES, it can consider as a voice mail storage mode at Step SI 6, and the participant who is 
present in a conference room 14 can make voice mail memorize a message using a built-in end 34 or a cordless 
handset. After ending Step SI 6, it goes to Step SIO. The absentee who has noticed his own cordless handset being out 
of order can hear the message of voice mail by processing of an illustration abbreviation using other telephones. 
[0015] A check of that either of the terminals of the both sides which received sending out of RBT at Step S8 carried 
out off-hook at Step S7 at the time of NO sets up a call at Step S9. any of both terminals - although - when not 
carrying out off-hook, it retums to Step S3 When ofif-hook ****** ^ot carried out at Step S8, it retums to Step S3. 
To the midst to which the participant to whom a call is set at Step S9, and who has an absentee conference room 14 
using the mobile radio terminal is telephoning among both using a built-in end 34, if call origination is in the built-in 
end of a conference room 14 fi-om other absentees This is checked at Step SIO and a call is set up between the absentee 
who did call origination later by call waiting at Step SI 1, and the built-in end 34 of a conference room 14. during these 
telephone calls The telephone call with the absentee who was talking over the telephone before it will be in a hold 
state, and will return to a talk state with the absentee who the hold was canceled and was talking over the telephone at 
first after a telephone call end. 

[0016] After the end of Step SI 1, or at Step SIO, in NO, it checks whether the call with all absentees has been set up at 
Step S12, and if it is YES, processing is ended. If the call with all the members is not yet set up, it retums to Step S5 
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and processing not more than step S5 is successively repeated about other absentees. In addition, while one person is 
not coming [ the participating schedule person ] to a conference room 14 by previous step 84, either, the notice of an 
all the members absence is sent out to all participating schedule persons* cordless handset at Step SI 3. Subsequently, 
when B of the role of the chairperson of a meeting inputs a predetermined personal identification number into its own 
cordless handset, it becomes the voice mail storage mode of Step SI 4, and B can record the change notice of a 
schedule. By inputting the personal identification number by which other participating schedule persons were set by 
the cordless handset to voice mail reproduction by processing of an illustration ellipsis, it can reproduce, and the 
recorded content of a notice can be heard, and, therefore, can check a scheduled change. 

[0017] Drawing„3 is in the state where the meeting participating schedule persons A and B have arrived at a conference 
room 14 by the start time during explanation of the above-mentioned processing, and other persons have not yet 
arrived, and is a sequence chart which shows a sequence until it sends out RBT to the built-in end 34 of a conference 
room 14, and Absentee's C mobile radio terminal and a telephone call is started. 

[0018] operation of the form of the above-mentioned implementation ~ in addition, although it is made the voice mail 
storage mode when it is outside a place of business 10 like D, the auto dial of the outside line number of the cordless 
handset which D owns is carried out, and it may be made to carry out call origination through the public line network 
30 and other main phones 40 Moreover, with the form of the above-mentioned implementation, although the CS 
control unit 24 and PBX26 are formed, also let these be circuit controllers collectively. In addition, it can also 
constitute so that the function of CS control unit or a circuit controller may be given to one of main phones. In 
addition, RBT can be sent out to those who are not coming to a conference hall place even if it notifies beforehand so 
that it may gather fi-om the start schedule time of a meeting to before a predetermined time (1 5 [ for example, ]) quotas, 
in order to have the participants in many [ start time / meeting ] as possible in an important meeting gather, although it 
is made to send out RBT when it becomes a meeting start time with the form of the above-mentioned implementation, 
and this set time comes. Namely, to the meeting participating schedule person by this invention, necessarily, appeal is 
not performed, when it becomes a meeting start time, but can memorize the above meeting start-time related 
information, and can perform it at the time of the set time before a meeting start coming, and the time set up at other 
arbitration. 
[0019] 

[Effect of the Invention] As explained above, it is possible to offer possible LAN of urging participation to meeting 
start time automatically only to the mobile radio terminal of the meeting participating schedule person who is not 
coming to a conference hall place according to this invention, and it is possible in securing connection to a meeting 
participant, and a mutual telephone call at a necessary minimum load, without applying a big load to LAN, without 
troubling the hand of the meeting participating schedule person who has already gathered.
